NUERNBERG,  Oct.  I (CP). — Hermann  Goering  and  II  other  Nazi  chtcfn 
who  helped  Adolf  Hitler  plunge  the  world  into  the  worst  war  of  all  time  were 
sentenced  today  to  death  by  hanging. 

Seven  other  defendants,  including  Rudolf  Hess,  were  sentenced  to  prison  and 
three  were  acquitted  by  the  Four-Power  Military  Tribunal  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  first  international  war  crimes  trial. 

The  death  .scnlenres  will  br 
earned  out  m the  Nuernberg 
jail,  probably  OcLober  16.  The 
prison  terms  will  be  served 
In  a Four-Power  Jail  In  Ber- 
lin,

It  U an  extraordinary  fact  that  humanity 
has  left  it  to  the  year  19^6  to  write  into  the 
accepted  code  of  human  living  that  war  is  a 
crime,  and  that  those  who  are  re.sponsible  toe 
crossing  rheir  frontiers  with  aggressive  arms 
will  be  dealt  with  For  that  reason  the  sen* 
lencef  promulgated  by  the  International  Mili- 
tary Tribunal  at  Nuernberg  yesterday'  will 
go  down  in  history  os  firm  precedent.  Those 
convicted  will  go  down  in  infamy  as  by 
their  acts  they  deserva  to  do.  T he  punish- 
ment of  the  individual,  even  to  the  death 
penalty,  is  carried  out  chiefly  as  a deterrent  to 
others,  and  after  the  prolonged  and  exhaus- 
tive sifting  of  the  evidence  there  will  be  few 
to  say  that  the  tribunal  has  acted  either 
hastily  or  without  just  regard  to  the  evi- 
dence. 

The  eflrct  of  the  sentences  is  as  follows: 
Of  22  Nazi  ringleaders.  19  stand  convicted, 
and.three  are  acquitted.  Of  those  convicted.  12 
are  sentenced  to  death  on  the  gallows  as  com- 
mon crimmaU.  threr  Jte  to  he  smpnsooed  for 
life,  two  for  20  years,  one  for  yean,  and 
one  for  10  years.  Death  sentences  svere  passed 
on  Goering.  von  Ribhentrop.  Keitel,  Rosen- 
berg. Jotll.  Kaltcnbrunncr.  hrank.  l-nck. 
Streichcr.  Bormann  ( missing) . Seyss-lnquart. 
and  Sauckel  Hess  drew  a life  term,  as  did 
Funk  and  Raedcr.  while  von  Schirach  and 
Speer  were  sentenced  to  20  years,  von  Neu- 
rath  to  15  years,  and  Doenitz  to  10  vears. 
Schachl  von  Papen  and  rntsebe  go  frer  in  so 
far  as  Nuernberg  trials  are  concerned,  what- 
ever may  be  their  subsequent  face. 

The  indictments  included  four  counts 
Conspiracy  to  wage  aggrrs.sive  war  with  all 
Its  attendant  circumstances;  crimes  against 
the  peace:  crimes  done  in  war  against  human 
custom,  crimes  against  humanity,  including 
murder,  extermination,  deportation,  and  in- 
human cruelty.  Not  all  the  defendants  were 
convicted  on  all  lour  counts,  though  the  ma- 
jority were  found  guilty-of  the  covering  one, 
conspiracy.  The  gradation  in  sentences  fol- 
lows the  indiviitual  convictions  and  ac- 
quittals. More  than  half  of  those  tried  drew 
the  death  penalty  In  Furopc  tbai  will  be 
thoroughly  undersiood.

them  all.  is  missing  as  is  Martin  Bormann 
Ot  Hiller,  it  will  be  said  that  hts  guilt  out- 
weighed all  of  the  fiSt  Bv  due  process  of 
law.  with  conscious  care  over  the  evidence, 
the  world’s  mam  postwar  tribunal  has  dis- 
charged ITS  long  and  extremely  difficult  task. 
Despite  the  clamor  that  may  follow  for  this 
special  reason  or  for  that,  the  majority  of 
mankind  will  approve  of  what  has  been  done 
in  ilKir  name  War  is  a crime,  and  those  who 
deliberately  prejure  it  deserve  io  be  removed 
from  their  fellow  kind

It  is  not  surprising  there  has  been  some  out- 
cry in  (he  United  Kingdom  over  the  mo- 
tences  imposed  on  253  British  paratroopers 
in  Malaya  who  refused  to  parade  in  protest 
against  camp  living  conditions,  and  were 
tried  by  court  -martial  on  a charge  of  mutiny. 
’The  men  all  belonging  to  > Lancashire 
paratroop  regiment,  were  each  sentenced  to 
two  years  hard  labor  in  Southeast  Asia 
prisons  and  discharge  with  ignominy.  Sev- 
eral organizations  view  the  punishment  ax 
unduly  severe,  and  (be  matter  is  likely  to  be 
aired  in  the  House  of  Commons,  to  reconvene 
next  w'eek 

At  this  distance  from  (he  seem-  and  with 
only  meagre  details  available,  it  would  be 
premature  to  comment  at  length  on  the  al-, 
Icged  mutiny  or  its  aftermath  In  disobeying 
(he  order  to  parade,  notwithstanding  the  na- 
ture of  real  or  fancied  grievances,  the  men 
would  be  clearly  in  the  wrong.  Military 
chscipline  and  security,  especially  in  outlying 
posts  where  boredom  breeds  restlessness  and 
diKontent.  are  essential  complements  of  the 
duties  to  be  performed.  It  is  a truism  of  army 
life  that  an  order  must  be  obeyed  no  matter 
the  occasion,  and  (he  peculiar  nature  of  mili- 
tary organization  prevents  any  deviation 
from  this  wril-esiablisbcd  and  necessary 
rule. 

It  IS  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  somt  ex- 
tenuating circumstances  may  be  revealed 
which  w'ould  justify  modification  of  the 
sentences  imposed.  Presumably  the  parj 
troopers  are  men  who  have  rendered  valuable 
.service  in  the  past,  and  such  an  inglorious  end 
to  an  active  service  career  would  be  most  un- 
fortunate ^hc  British  soldiers  were  unwise 
to  permit  their  protest  against  living  condi- 
tions. the  validity  of  which  should  be  easy 
to  establish,  to  take  the  form  rt  did.  On  the 
lace  ot  It.  however,  the  punishment  seems 
harsh  tor  w’hat  may  have  been  a mistaken 
grievance,  wrongfully  presented.  With  the

NUERNBERG.  Oct.  I 
Rudoil  Heae.  to  the  end  the  poetur- 
ing  crackpot  of  the  war  crimes  trial, 
brushed  aside  earphones  that  would 
have  told  him  whether  he  was  to 
live  or  die.  and  stared  blankly  ahead 
of  him  as  a stern  jiidie  sentenced 
him  to  life  imprisonment. 

One  by  one,  21  once  haughty 
Naxi  leadera  were  marched  before 
the  bar  of  the  International  Mili- 
tary Tribunal  to  hear  thetr  fate. 

Ooertnc  retained  hu  fierce  re- 
serve. Gone  were  hU  flambuysnt 
trapplngs^hls  medals,  his  (Uttenni 
uniform,  his  field  marshal’s  baton— 
as  he  strode  Into  (he  courtroom  be- 
tween two  military  policemen.  His 
shabby  grey  suit  hung  limply  about 
him. 

Lord  Justice  6ir  Oeoffrry  Law- 
rence. cold  and  Unpersonal,  gazed 
Btemly  at  the  No.  3 Naxi  chieftain 
and  sentenced  him  to  die  on  the 
gallows.  Under  the  pitiless  glare 
of  the  kleig  .lights,  not  a muscle  o( 
Uoenng's  face  moved. 

Joachim  von  Rlbbentrop.  lbs 
dandy  of  the  Nasi  Cabinet,  wbe 
as  Foreign  .Minister  once  strutted 
proudly  acroos  Europe’s  diplomatic 
slsge,  wss  stunned  whrn  he  beard 
his  death  sentence.  Grey  and 
sickly,  he  had  to  be  helped  from 
the  room  by  mllllarv  police. 

Aging  Field  Marshal  Wilhelm 
Keitel,  Hitler's  military  yes-man. 
heard  his  doom  In  silence.  When 
the  court  pronounced  the  death 
sentence,  he  turned  and  went  back 
through  the  small  door  In  the  dock. 

Tall,  hulking  Ernest  Kaltenbrun- 
ner.  once  chief  of  the  dresd  Gestapo, 
still  looked  easily  the  fiercest  of  the 
defendants.  He  bowed  IronlcaUy 
when  the  court  sentenced  him  to 
hang. 

The  man  who  scourged  occupied 
Russia,  Philosopher  Alfred  Rosen- 


berg. straightened  his  coat,  folded 
his  hands  and  waited  Impassively 
until  his  sentence  of  death  was  read. 

Stocky  Hans  Prank,  killer  of 
thousands  of  Jews,  nodded  curtly 
when  the  judge  sentenced  him  to 
the  gallows. 

Tbc  msal  haled  man  in  the  deeh 
— haled  by  tbr  defendants  them- 
selves • was  Jew  bailer  Julius 
.Stretcher,  the  serramiog  fanatic 
of  the  Nasi  press.  He  was  im- 
mobile when  he  was  condemned. 
Because  he  had  been  found  guilty 
on  only  one  count.  It  was  thought 
for  a time  he  might  escape  death. 

Wilhelm  Frick,  one-time  Nazi 


came  enuilcd  to  penstons  or  so 
shillings  ■ 16  30 1 weekly  instead  of 
10  shillings  for  single  persons,  and 
i::  ahllUngs  Instead  of  Cl  for  married 
couples.
